Incumbent Sheriff Ben Moates re-elected

Voter turnout for Tuesday’s pri- 
mary election was light with fewer 
than 25 percent of Coffee County 
voters casting their ballots in either 
the Democratic or Republican pri- 
maries. 

Only 6,736 of Coffee County’s 
27,855 registered voters cast votes 
Tuesday. 

There were 3,987 votes cast in the 
Democratic Primary and 2,749 indi- 
viduals voted in the Republican 
Primary. 

The race for sheriff of Coffee 
county drew the most voters - 3,941, 

The incumbent, Ben Moates, was 
re-elected by a slim margin, defeat- 
ing R. W. “Ronnie” Whitworth by 
only 61 votes. 

Sheriff Moates will face no oppo- 
sition in the general election since 
no Republican or Independent can- 
didates were nominated. 

The incumbent in the race for 
Coroner, Elba Division, Marvin 
McILwain, also will not have any 
opposition in the general election. 

He defeated his opponent, Blake 
Foley, by a 3 to 1 vote margin. 

In the Democratic Primary, Paul 
Young received the party’s nomina- 
tion for the office of District 
Attorney, 12th Judicial Circuit. 

The 12th Judicial Circuit is made 
up of Coffee and Pike counties. 

Young, a resident of Coffee 
County, received 2,744 votes in 
Coffee County and 1,003 votes in 
Pike County for a total of 3,747. 

Dozier, a resident of Pike County, 
received 1,545 votes in his home 
county and 820 votes in Coffee 
County. 


Three escapees back in

A 911 call to the Enterprise Police 
Department late Tuesday night led 
to the recapture of three escapees 
from the Coffee County Jail in New 
Brockton. 

Last Sunday night between the 
hours of 7:30 p.m. and 8:00 p.m. 
(authorities believe this to be the 
time of escape), William Russell 
Cutts, Jr., 18, Michael Lee Glass. 
20, both of Enterprise, and Billy 
Ray Parker, 19, of Eufaula made 
their escape from the county jail. 
They were discovered missing 
when a shift change head count at 
approximately 11:00 p.m. was made 
by correctional officers at the jail. 

Sheriff's deputies, aided by K-9 
tracking dogs from Coffee County, 
Geneva and Troy and assisted by 
law enforcement personnel from 
surrounding towns, made a search 
of the immediate area with no suc- 
Cess. 

The physical search was halted at 
approximately 3:30 a.m, Monday 
morning; however, officers contin- 
ued to follow up on other leads and 
sightings of suspicious persons in 
the surrounding area, 

Authorities thought the trio had 
made good their escape form Coffee 
County, and even the state, until a 
call was received by Enterprise 
police at approximately 11:00 p.m,

Young will face the Republican 
nominee and incumbent, Mark 
Fuller, in the general election in 
November. 

Coffee Countians voted with the 
majority of Alabamians, favoring 
Don Siegelman as the Democratic 
nominee for governor and Fob 
James, Jr. as the Republican nomi- 
nee. 

Statewide results on the gover- 
nor’s races, and other state offices, 
were not available at press time, but 
James appeared to be in a tight race 


with challenger Winton Blount. If 
James failed to collect a majority of 


the votes cast in the Republican pri- 
mary, a run-off will be held later this 
month, on Tuesday, June 30th. 

Coffee County’s top vote-getters 
in each of the primaries were as fol- 
lows with the Democrats listed first 
due to several local offices being 
contested. 


Tuesday night 48 hours after they 
were discovered missing. 

According to reports, the caller 
told police that Glass and Parker 
were at a relative of one of the two 
at Byrd’s Court in Level Plains and 
that they wanted to turn themselves 
in. Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates was notified and he pro- 
ceeded to the residence where the 
pair were taken into custody with- 
out incident. 

They (Glass and Parker) then 
directed authorities to Cutts who 
reportedly surrendered without 
incident on a dirt road Co. Rd. 706. 

Sheriff Moates said, “It’s a good 
feeling to have the three back in jail 
without anyone getting hurt.” 

Cutts was being held in the 
Coffee County Jail awaiting trial for 
the murder of his father and step- 
mother, Russell William Cutts, Sr. 
and Leighanne Manning Cutts, 35. 

Glass was in the county jail wait- 
ing to be transferred into the state 
prison system after being convicted 
on capital murder charges. He killed 
Toniea L. Smith, 19, of Enterprise 
and was sentenced to life without 
parole. 

Glass already had one escape to 
his credit. He managed to get away 
from authorities when he was 
brought to the Enterprise Police 
Department for questioning in con- 
nection with the strangulation and 
beating death of his neighbor,

Smith. He eluded police for two 
days at that time. 

Parker was in the county jail on 
charges of possession of burglary 
tools while breaking into a motor 
vehicle. 

Authorities are still investigating 
how the three inmates managed to 
get out of the facility and off the 
premises without being detected. 

The three escaped through a 
plumbing/maintenance access vent 
out of the cell block area - made 
their way across the roof over the 
female section of the jail - jumping 
to the ground outside the fenced -in 
area of the facility. 

It is not known how the inmates 
managed to remove the vent cover 
which is secured with screws. 

The escapees also left behind the 
orange jumpsuits that all inmates 
are required to wear and the K-9 
dogs were unable to detect any 
tracks leading to the wooded area 
near the jail. It is not known if the 
three had outside assistance. 

There are a lot of unanswered 
question about the — escape. 
Authorities are hopeful the three, or 
at least one of them, will reveal 
some of the details as to how they 
made good their get-a-way.

New Brockton’s Council meeting brief

The New Brockton Town 
Council’s monthly meeting Monday 
evening lasted twenty-four minutes. 
Members of the council wasted lit- 
tle time in zipping through their 
eleven-item agenda. 

The council introduced two new 
city ordinances to be passed in the 
next monthly council meeting 
which will be held in July. 

The first ordinance, 98-01, deals 
with a new non-traffic citation form 
which will be used in citing owners 
who are in violation of animal con- 
trol ordinances. 

The second ordinance, 98-02, is a 
revision/replacement of the animal 
control ordinance passed last year 
by the council. In the previous ordi- 
nance, there was some question as 
to whether or not animal control 
officers had the authority to go on 
private property to capture an ani- 
mal in violation of the ordinance. 
The new ordinance alleviates this 
problem. 

Council member Linda Gilbert 
asked, “Is this new ordinance legal, 
binding and enforceable?” 

Mayor Britt Lee assured Gilbert 
and other members of the council 
that the new ordinance had teeth 
and was enforceable. 

Turning to other matters , the 
council gave its approval to look 
into the cost of repairing /renovat- 
ing the “park building.”

The council approved two resolu- 
tions 98-001 and 98-002 which will 
incorporate a job description/classi- 
fication and establish a pay scale for 
the new street department superin- 
tendent. 

Tony Bloodsworth has been hired 
to oversee the employees of the 
street department and also to assist 
with the duties of animal control 
within the town. 

Mayor Lee reported that Russell 
Construction of Elba had been 
given a deadline of noon Monday 
(June 1) to finalize the town’s sewer 
project. He stated that this was done 
by the federal agency and project 
engineers overseeing the work, 
Police Chief Charles Driggers com- 
mented that he had observed 


employees of Russell Construction 
in town Monday. 

Chief Driggers reported that his 
department had answered & com- 
plaints during the past month, made 
4 arrests, issued 13 traffic citations 
and investigated 4 automobile acci- 
dents with two injuries. He stated 
that the rescue squad had responded 
to 9 calls and the fire department 
had answered 4 fire calls. 

Other actions taken by the council 
consisted of the following: 

*+#* Approved issuance of a busi- 
ness license to Coffee County EMS 
allowing them to operate an ambu- 
lance service in New Brockton. 

*** Approved Chief Driggers and 
Assistant Chief Jerry Gilbert to 
serve as “keeper of records.” This 
was necessary due to records that 
have to be kept in connection with 
operation of the intoxilizer by the 
New Brockton police Department. 

*** Approved payment of month- 
ly bills totaling $27,736.50 


Women accused of taking 
county funds plead not guilty

Arraignments were held on 
Wednesday, May 27, 1998, for two 
women accused of stealing public 
funds from Coffee County in two 
unrelated incidents. They both 
entered pleas of “not guilty.” 

Susan Enfinger McGlothren, 38, 
of Route 6, Enterprise, and Frances 
Elizabeth Carter, 39, of Samson, 
both waived their right to a hearing 
before a judge in the temporary 
courtroom located in Enterprise 
City Hall. Both ladies’ attorneys 
entered pleas for them after filing 
the waiver forms. 

Representing Mrs. McGlothren is 
Joe Sawyer, while Ms. Carter has 
retained Paul Young to defend her, 

Mrs. McGlothren is charged with 
allegedly taking more than $71,000 
while working as a bookkeeper in 
the Coffee County Commission 
office. She was arrested on April 16 
after being indicted by a grand jury 
and released on a $10,000.00 
appearance bond. 

In last week’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission, 
Commission Chaiman Robert 
Stephens reported to the commis- 
sion that all of the missing funds 


had been returned to the county’s 
coffers; however, the commission 
unanimously passed a resolutiuon 
asking the District Attorney to pro 
ceed with the prosecution of the 
case to the full extent of the law 

Ms. Carter, a former Court 
Specialist 1 in the Circuit Clerk's 
Office in Enterprise, is charged with 
allegedly taking more — than 
$2,800.00 in public funds. She ‘ts 
free on a $2,000.00 appearance 
bond. 

Both of the alleged thefts took 
place during 1997 and were discoy- 
ered in January of this year. After an 
investigation into the thefts by the 
District Attorney's office, assisted 
by the Examiners ot Public 
Accounts, both women were 
charged with first-degree theft 
which is a Class B felony 

Should McGlothren and Carter be 
convicted of the charges, they could 
face a penalty of not less than two 
years in prison and not more than 
twenty. Also, a fine of up to 
$10,000.00 could be imposed on 
each of the women, 

No trial date has been set for 
either of the women; however, the 
next criminal trial court in’ the 
Enterprise Division is scheduled for

There are four chemicals that 
work very well to control ticks 
around the home and living areas 
such as patios, decks and these 
types of structures. One product 1s 
Dursban. This works best to treat 
the area around the home up to 25 
feet around it. It would also help to 
use a large volume of spray when 
you go around the house (up to 10 to 
15 gallons of solution). You may 
want to use a dust or a granular 
instead of a spray, and this is fine. 

Another product that will work 
very well is Diazinon, otherwise 
known as Spectracide. | would pre- 
fer the 25 percent solution. Use it at 
a rate of around an ounce to 3 gal- 
lons of water 

Another product you can use 1S 
called Rabon, It comes in a wet- 
table powder that is 50 percent 
active ingredients. Another 1s 
Deltic, which comes in a spray. For 
Rabon, | would use a rate of a little 
over an ounce (maybe 1-1/3 to I- 
1/2) to a gallon of water. 

When spraying for ticks around 
your home, a single spray should be 
sufficient in most cases. You can 
spray around the house, in shrub- 
bery and in trees, particularly 
around areas where you have pets or 
livestock. If a large population 
seems to be evident, | would wait 2 
or 3 days until the problem sub- 
sides. 

I personally have not noticed 
more ticks than we generally might 
find here in south Alabama. But if 
you have a problem around your 
home, these control measures 
should take care of it. Also, if you 
are on contract with a pest manage- 
ment company, they can do the 
spraying for you as well. Remember 
to read and follow all label direc- 
tions and precautions when using 
any insecticide. 

If you have any further questions 
concerning pest control on animals 
or around the home, call us at 894- 
5596 and we will be glad to help 
you. I would like to also note that 
these chemicals I have recommend- 
ed cannot be used on animals. These 
recommendations are strictly for use 
around the home and not inside the 
home.

Family Dollar makes positive move

In recent months, there have been 
a lot of negative things happening in 
the Elba area; however, in the past 
few weeks a lot of good things have 
been happening as well. 

Last week, this reporter observed 
the beginning of a very positive 
statement being made about Elba 
and its future - the site preparation 
for a new Family Dollar Sore is very 
much underway. 

Motorists and pedestrians alike 
have had to be alert while passing 
through the area where Claxton 
Avenue, Farris and Adkinson streets 
intersect. Heavy trucks and earth- 
moving equipment have been busy 
moving fill dirt onto the vacant lot 
where a new 8,000- square- foot 
building will soon be erected to 
house Family Dollar. 

Mack Wise, the developer who is 
constructing the new facility, stated 
that the new building will provide 
Family Dollar with about one-third 
additional floor space than they 
have in their present store located 
next to the old Big Bear. 

Wise stated that plans call for the 
new facility to be ready for occupa- 
tion by mid-August and not later 
than September 15th. 

“They [Family Dollar] never gave 
any thought to moving or relocating 
anywhere else than their present 
location,” said Wise. “You’ve got to 
be where the business is going on 


and where it is convenient.” 

Family Dollar was one of the very 
first businesses to reopen after the 
March ‘98 flood. According to 
Wise, the owners of Family Dollar 
never considered moving from Elba 
or moving from the near-downtown

area. 

“They think that just coming 
across the street will not hurt their 
business any; plus, they will have 
more parking,” said Wise. 

At the present time, parking is not 
a problem since the Big Bear 
closed; however, plans call for a 
grocery store to open in that build- 
ing in the near future. 

In mentioning the Big Bear, Wise 
stated that he hopes firm plans can 
soon be announced concerning a 
grocery store. He did say that pre- 
liminary plans call for the grocery 
store to include the present space 
plus the additional space that will be 
made available when the Family 
Dollar moves across the street. The 
floor space will then be approxi- 
mately 21,000 square feet.

Commission okays back-up computer

The Coffee County 
Commission’s regular bimonthly 
meeting Monday dealt mostly with 
“routine” matters and lasted less 
than one hour. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens’ opening remarks were 
about Tuesday’s Democratic and 
Republican primaries. 

He thanked the probate judge, his 
staff and Phil Rugg’s staff for the 
manner in which they handled the 
election. Stephens added that the air 
conditioners were in and would be 
install in the rural voting houses as 


“With new machines and every- 
thing, I thank they did a very fine 
job,” Stephens commented. “We 
had yery few hitches. The only 
objections voiced to me were about 
having to make a choice about your 
ballot.” 

The chairman made it clear that 
declaring whether or not one will 
vote in the Democratic or 
Republican nominating process is 
the state law and is not determined 
at a local level. 

Chairman Stephens read to the 
commission a letter from the 
Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Management 
Authority (CPYRWMA) 

The letter was in reference to the 
authority and U, S. Army Corps of 
Engineer’s recommendation on the 
“improvement and enhancement” of 
the Flood Warning System. 

The authority and Corps asked for 
approval from the commission to 
install a back-up computer center in 
a central location - the Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
office - to receive incoming data on 
rainfall and river stages throughout 
the basin, There are already centers 
located in Elba and Geneva. This 
third center will provide a “high and 
dry” location, 

The only direct cost to the county 
will be the small cost of electrical 
power to run the computer. 
Commissioners unanimously gave 
their consent, 

Estus Walker, executive director 
of the CPYRWMA, also informed 
the commission that the Corps will 
soon be upgrading the Flood 
Warning System which was reeval- 
uated after the *98 flood and a need 
for improvements was discovered, 


The project will cost more than 
$100,000.00. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
gave the commissioners a brief 
update on several on-going projects. 
He reported resurfacing on Co. Rd. 
625 should begin this week, Co. Rd. 
537 should prime, culvert nearing 
completion on Co. Rd. 228, grade & 
drain on Co. Rd. 711 is underway, 
reconstruction of Co. Rd. 206 
should begin within the next couple 
of weeks, advertising for annual 
asphalt placement bids that will 
level Co. Rds. 552,494, 437, 349, 
223, 235, & 209 and resurface 
and/or pave Co. Rds. 114, 105, 537 


In the “general business session 
from commissioners,” 
Commissioner Kayo Lewis 
expressed appreciation for the assis- 
tance of State Senator Dwight 
Adams and State Representative 
Garreth Moore in acquiring IA 
(Industrial Access) Funds (grant). 
$112,000.00, for the recent work 
done on Co. Rd. 114. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
sought and received the commis- 
sion’s approval to waive the landfill 
tipping fee to the contractor clearing 
the debris from the renovation site 
at the Enterprise Nursing Home. 

During the discussion of this 
request, several members of the 
commission expressed their concern 
of a precedent being set by this 
action, 

None of the commissioners 
objected to “helping” the nursing 
home facility, but were concerned 
about giving a break to a “private 
contractor.” Dalrymple pointed out 
the fact that the Authority recently 
waived six months of rent at the 
facility housing the county’s adult 
day care center; however, this was 
because the county was funding 
several physical improvements to 
the building in return. 

Following the meeting, 
Commissioner Dalrymple contacted 
a member of the Enterprise Nursing 
Home Authority and was told the 
project would be bid both ways - 
with the contractor paying the tip- 
ping fees and not paying the fees. 

Finally, the commission in a 4-3 
vote, tabled replacing and/or repair- 
ing air condition units in several 
offices in the County Complex until 
the cost of the project could be 
reviewed. 


expressed a desire to locate in a 
building in the same area of the new 
Family Dollar. He added that the lot 
is large enough to accommodate 
two additional buildings the same 
size as the building planned for 
family Dollar and no one would be 
cramped for room (parking space). 

“We, the developer, and Family 
Dollar Stores, feel that we are mak- 
ing a very positive statement about 
the future of Elba by stepping out in 
this joint venture of building a new 
facility,’ stated Wise. “We have 
faith in Elba and its people.

Whitworth challenges Primary election activities

A challenge to the recent 
Democratic primary election has 
been filed with the Coffee County 
Democratic Committee. Sheriff can- 
didate R. W. (Ronnie) Whitworth 
submitted a formal contest of the 

election process and the vote count 
after narrowly losing the election to 
incumbent sheriff Ben Moates in the 
June 2nd Democratic primary elec- 


As a footnote, Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks, in response to the 
displeasure expressed by some in 
having to declare which primary 
election they would vote in, the pos- 
sibility of an “open primary” 
(allows crossover voting in the pri- 
mary election) could possibly be 
looked into and see how it works. 

The next meeting of the commis- 
sion will be held on Monday, June 
29, at 6:30 p.m. in the Community 
Room located in the County 
Complex in New Brockton.

tion. Since there is no Republican or 
independent candidate for the 
office, winning the nomination 
assures election in the November 
general election. 

The contest was filed on Monday, 
the last day for filing such chal- 
lenges to the June 2nd election. 
Sheriff Ben Moates, who had been 
declared the winner by 61 votes and 
certified by the Democratic 
Executive Committee, was official- 
ly informed of the contest at 3:45 
Monday afternoon by longtime 
Coffee County Democratic Party 
Chairman Jackson W. Stokes. 

Whitworth said in his contest 
claim that he was contesting the 
election because of 1) miscalcula- 
tion and mistake in counting 2) 
Miscalculation or mistake on the 
part of the inspectors, clerks, mark- 
ers, returning officers, board of 
supervisors, and canvassers in the 
counting and certifying the votes 3) 
Miscalculation or mistake requires 
that a recount of the votes be con- 
ducted 4) Illegal votes were allowed 


to be cast for Ben Moates ... and R. 
W. Whitworth should be declared 
the nominee 5) Proper votes cast in 
the election would be sufficient to 
declare R W Whitworth the nomi- 
nee for the Democratic Party. 

The challenge to the election 
requests that the Democratic 
Executive Committee declare that 
he (Whitworth) received the majori- 
ty of the legal votes cast in the elec- 
tion and then declare him to the the 
nominee for the office of Sheriff of 
Coffee County. 

Stokes said the committee has 20 
days to hold a hearing on this mat- 
ter, but it shouldn’t take that long. 
He explained that he would appoint 
a committee of four members of the 
Democratic Executive Committee 
within a week to serve with him in 
hearing this contest. Following the 
hearing, either of the candidates 
(presumably the loser in the hear- 
ing) has the option of accepting the 
ruling of the committee or taking 
the matter to court. 

Whitworth said Tuesday after- 


noon, “There are questions which 
need to be answered and I couldn't 
find anyone who could answer them 
and with the deadline for filing this 
contest only hours away, I had to 
take immediate action. ” 

The challenger continued with “I 
am not accusing anyone of wrong- 
doing, but there were natural mis- 
takes made which could have cost 
me the election and I am still seek- 
ing some answers.” He declined to 
describe the “miscalculations and 
mistakes” he is claiming in his for- 
mal charge. Mr. Whitworth 
explained that when this contest is 
formally heard, he will have to pro- 
duce evidence and have witnesses to 
the claims in his complaint. 

The official vote in the June 2nd 
Coffee County Sheriff's race was 
Ben Moates 2,001 and Ronnie 
Whitworth 1,940, These two men 
were the only candidates for the 
office. 

Moates is completing his first 
term in the office of sheriff.

ties. 

During the peak of the outage, 
South Alabama Electric lost eight of 
its ten substations.This problem 
Was intensified because of numer- 
ous trees and limbs tearing power 
lines down throughout the three- 
county area. Crews worked all 
weekend and had service restored 
completely by late Sunday after- 
noon. 

The Cooperative’s ability to 
respond to the widespread outages 
Was assisted by the new Automated 
Outage Reporting System (AORS) 
which was placed on-line in April 
of this year. Over 2,000 calls were 
handled by the customer response 
center during the course of the out- 
age, 

The system’s ability to recognize 
service locations from the phone 
number calling allowed employees 
to determine where outages were 
occurring and dispatch crews more 
efficiently to restore power to the 
damaged areas, 

“This was the first major test for 
the Automated Answering System 
at South Alabama Electric,” Ronald 
Wade, manager of engineering and 
Operations, said. “We were able to 
leave messages for members calling 
to let them know about the substa- 
tion outages as well as to keep them

The council approved working 
with JWM Engineering of Luverne 
to secure grants to help recycling 
and to resurface the airport runway. 

Monthly bills totaling $56,519.31 
were approved for payment. Grimes 
said that $32,097.02 of the total was 
for regular city expenses while 
$24,422.29 of the amount was 
directly related to flood repairs and 
would be reimbursed by FEMA. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow pre- 
sented the council with a request 
from a citizen who wanted the city 
to tear down an old building for 
him. While the city has an ordi- 
nance to cover such action, no cost 
has yet been established. Mayor 
Grimes said they were also working 
with FEMA to get some federal 
funding to demolish flood damaged 
buildings. The council tabled any 
action on this request. 

The council voted to rescind the 
flood damage control ordinance 
passed in January and submit it to 
the planning and zoning board for 
approval before allowing it to 
become law. 

Grimes told council members that 
the city’s share of the Corp of 
Engineers ongoing project to 
upgrade the levee will be $149,200 
and must be paid by July Ist. 

Low bid (or the only bid) for 
repairing and remodeling the city 
hall was $93,400. Hammer 
Construction Co,, of Samson, who 
has been doing the emergency 
repair work was the only bidder on 
the project. 

City Attorney Jeff Kelley 
received council approval for bond 
attorneys for the federal grant/loan 
for upgrading the sewer system. The 
legal service agreement has now 
been signed by Mayor Grimes.
